Owing to his Grange 
VSgarieS, Which were evidently the result 
of an unsound mind, the secretary had 
considerable trouble with him. Feeny left 
the hospital on the date named, having 
obtained an order for admittance to the 
House of Providence. At this latter in- 
stitution he remained a few days, »till be- 
having in a strange but not dangerous 
manner, and then left, it is believed, for 
Bullulo.
